Honor demands, in short, that 
through thick and thin we shall stick to Colombia, in spite of 
Colombia’s studied indifference, arrogant delay and contemptuous 
repudiation of American liberality. Those who talk of building the 
canal and of grasping at once, to the world’s lasting advantage, the 
most gigantic forelock that time ever raised are manifestly persons 
of shallow principle and stunted moral sense. The President must 
be one.. His Secretary of State another. Both were stone-deaf to 
honor’s vibrant call. As for sundry sagacious Democrats, they have 
shown, as we half expected, the keenest appreciation of honor as an 
issue. ‘They are girding themselves to defend it. And from all 
appearances, the family of Bryanism, Populism, Anti-Expansion, 
Anti-Injunction and Debased Currency will soon have a notable addi- 
tion.

MOST NEGLIGENT ast confirmation of Steel Trust rumors 
PROTECTION. would occasion no surprise. ‘lo what 

extent authentic these reports have been, 
those unhonored with inside facts are quite unable to state, but in 
view of recent events, a sweeping cut in wages and in other operat- 
ing costs would seem to be the Steel Trust’s obvious move. From 
the stockholder’s standpoint, certainly, there is nothing else to be 
done. Only to the wage earner’s mind will additional thoughts 
suggest themselves. While, with admirable consideration, the Trust 
made many of its wage earners stockholders by permitting them to 
buy at exceedingly low rates unlimited shares of both common and 
preferred, it has yet to raise these to a point of affluence where they 
can ignore their interests as wage earners and, as stockholders, 
contemplate cuts with nonchalance. Not one in all the lot, were 
he to sell his stock at the market, could retire upon a competence. 
Hence it is a serious matter, this wage cutting. What will vex 
employees most, however, is the incredible assault upon a great 
economic truth—the principle that a high tariff means wages uncut. 
This is an axiom, we need not say, as unassailable as those of 
algebra. The higher the tariff rates, the higher, naturally, the 
employee’s pay. Often has it been shown, and convincingly, that 
the sole way for a worker to make sure of his pay was to so cast 
his vote at election that the industry which employed him would be 
certain of tariff benefits. While any man declaring that maximum 
protection did not invariably insure maximum wages was branded 


publicly as a dangerous demagogue. In the face of such acts and 
assurances, can we blame the steel workers if they felt secure ? 
Knowing, too, as they must have, that the Steel Trust, on its vari- 
ous products, rails, structural steel, tin plates, nails and so forth, 
yearly receives in tariff profit over $70,000,000 from a charitable 
government? Surely, if seventy million’s worth of protection is not 
sufficient guarantee of uncut wages, an exceptionally tidy tariff must 
Protectionists have had in mind when they asked the worker for his 
vote. Stand-patters, perhaps, will now contend that the tariff has 
nothing whatever to do with the rise and fall of wages. But if they 
should, it will be with a strict disregard of all they have claimed for 
ages past. It may be, of course, that the rumored cut by the over 
protected Steel Trust will be knowingly explained as the exception 
which proves the rule. Exceptions do do that, as we all know.
